Wool Phrases Defined. 

In the late spevial report on Wool 
and the Manufacturers of Wool, is- 
sued by Wm. F. Switzler, Chief of 
the Bureau of Statistics, the phrases 
common to the wool trade, and es- 
pecially in the west, are explained 
and defined by Messrs. Sherman, 
Hall & Co., of Chicago, Believing 
it will be ef general interest we re- 
produce it: 

American wools as they are re- 
ceived in Chicago and other dis- 
tributing markets are described 
specifically as to condition, grade, 
and character, and more generally 
as to source of supply or region 
where produced. 

Condition—Refers to the amount 
of yolk (animal oil peculiar to the 
fleece), dust, soil and other foreign 
matter appearing in the fleece as 
offered for sale. The fleece wool 
is marketed as unwashed, washed, 
tub-washed and scoured. Lots not 
coming under these heads are sold 
as “unclassified,” “rejections,” etc. 

Washed fleece.— Wool washed on 
the sheep in cold water before it is 
shorn. The alkaline portion of the 
yolk may thus be entirely removed 
leaving only the free, colorless ani- 
mal oilin the fleece. A fleece thus 
thoroughly washed should be free 
from the color of the yolk. Other- 
wise it passes as unmerchantable 
washed, 

Tub washed.—The fleeces broken 
and washed more or less by hand, 
formerly in a small way, in tubs 
with soap. Tub-washed varies in 
condition. If washed in cold wa- 
ter and without soap it is hardly as 
clean as good “washed ficece;” if in 
warm water and soap, much of the 
free oil is removed, and it ap- 


proaches scoured wool in clean- | 


ness. 

Scoured wool.—Is treated in a 
warm, alkaline bath and subse- 
quently thoroughly rinsed in clear 
water until nothing remains but 
the clear fiber, absolutely clean and 
ready for manufacture. 

Unwashed wool.—ls the fleece as 
shorn from the sheep. 

Pulled wool—Is wol pulled 
from pelts. The grades from fine 
to coarse are as follows: Extra, 
superfine, A super, B super, C 
pulled, or No.1. There wools are 
partially washed in the process of 
pulling. 

Dead pulled.—Wool pulled from 
the carcasses of dead sheep. Ranks 
in condition with unwashed fleece. 

Shrinkage, per cent.—The loss 
per hundred pounds in scouring 
any variety of wool, and making it 
ready for manufacture, 


Grades.—Designate the fineness 
of fiber. The full-blood wools of 
the West have for a standard the 
full-blooded French Merino fleece. 
The fleece resulting from a straight 
cross between the Merino and 
Southdown or other coarse wooled 


sheep of pure blood is termed half} 


blood; and in fineness of fiber is 
generally intermediate to the two 
stocks crossed. The in-breeding 
ofa half-blood with a Southdown 
or other coarse wooled sheep re- 
sults in a still coarser fiber wool, 
designated as quarter-blood. 

Following this theory of crossing 
well-defined coarse breeds with the 
fine breeds brings the full descrip- 
tion of grades of fineness as quoted 
—full-blood, cne-half blood, three- 
eighths blood, and quarter-blood. 
The types of native or common 
sheep of the country are a Mexican 
with a coarse, hairy fleece little 
better than that of the goat; the 
New England sheep, brought over 
and crossed indiscriminately until 
all definite character was lost; and 
the Virginias, imported and care- 
fully in-bred for generations from 
the best English coarse-weoled 
flocks. 

Fleeces from the first two named, 
and similar mongrel varicties 
throughout the country, and from 
flocks carelessly and indiscrimi-

Black & Baird tele- 
graphed to Mackay, and an answer 
was received last night, saying that 
Armytage was unknown. He was ar- 
rested at the Hotel Anderson and is 
now in jail. It is supposed the letters 
in his possession are also forgeries. 
Armytage is 28 years of age, weighs 
145 pounds and is 5 feet 11 inches in 
height. 


A Boller in a Hetel Explodes. 

MILWAUKEE, Nov. 28,—The boiler 
which exploded at the Kirby House 
was in the kitchen range.

eighths and high quarter, medium; 
quarter-blood, low medium, com- 
mon; coarse and native (coarse, 
low, etc.) 

Custom has brought the grades 
to nearly uniform standards as to 
fineness both East and West. In 
grading the actual character and 
fineness of the fiber determines the 
grade, the blood or breed not be- 
ing considered by the grader. 

Sorts.—The fleeces, broken into 
narrower and more accurate sub- 
divisions as to fineness, there be- 
ing several qualities of sorts of 
wool in the same fleeces. 

Westernand Territory wools.— 
The wools as brought to the Chi- 
cago market are generally desig- 
nated as follows: Western and 
Territory wools comprise wools 
raised in the Far West, in the new 
States and Territories, where the 
pasturage consists of a broad acre- 
age of wild grasses, which during 
the dry season become parched, 
leaving the dry, sandy soil under- 
neath as a fine dust or sand, which 
permeates the fleece, adding much. 
to its shrinkage and changing not 
only its appearance, but the strength 
of staple, more especially where the 
soil is alkaline. 


Fairly bright wools.—Intermedi- 
ate States more thickly settied, 
where the tame grasses have super- 
seded the native, and the sod is 
thicker and more losting. These 
wools have less dust in them than 
Western and Territory wools, but 
still retain in a measure the earthy 
color. Their character is also im- 
proved, and the shrinkage in 
scouring is less than that of wools 
from the ranches. 


Bright wools are raised in all the 
States, from the Pacific to the At- 
lantic, with some slight local ex- 
ception of territory which has been 
never brought under civilization 
and where the pasturage has not 
yet been brought to the thick, 
solid sward which generally char- 
acterizes the older settled regions. 
The wool is of a bright yellow 
color, the earthy matter not being 
sufficient to perceptibly modify the 
color. The western boundary for 
bright wools is gradually meving 
farther westward. Parts of Mis- 
souri and Iowa now furnish con- 
siderable, and occasional clips from 
States farther west show the im- 
provement arising from cultivated 
pasturage and withdrawal of flocks 
from the wild range during the 
dry, dusty season. 


The washed wool is almost en- 
tirely confined to bright wools 
raised east of the Mississippi. Not 
over one-fourth of the total bright 
Whol clip is now washed before 
shearing. The practice of washing 
the sheep in the middle Western 
States is almost abandoned, except- 
ing im the northern counties of 
Illinois and the southeastern coun- 
ties of Wisconsin. About one-half 
of the wool from Michigan and 
otber States farther east, including 
Ohio, still comes to market as 
washed wool. 


The bulk of fairly bright woel 
and Western wools is sent to mar- 
ket unwashed, just as shorn from 
the sheep, except from the far 
western States and Territories, 
more especially from the Pacific 
Coast. The proportion being 
scoured before sending te Eastern 
markets is increasing from year to 
year. It is estimated that nearly 
half the clip of the Pacific Coast, 
amounting to over 30,000,000 
pounds, was scoured the past year 
before being shipped to market. 
A large saving is thus made in the 
item of transportation, as the aver- 
age shrinkage of these wools in the 
process of scouring would not be 
less than 60 per cent. The charac- 
ter of the wools, even under the 
general classification above noted, 
varies much with climate, soil, etc., 
waich necessitates subdivisions, 
putting the wool from States and 
Territories having similar charac- 
teristics, well-known to experts, in 
groups or sub-classes, although 
this sub-classification is by no 
means arbitrary, more than is the 
actual breed of the sheep in de- 
termining the grade.
